Aug. 24 (A P)—Baltimore, 
clearing port for 1,000,000 barrels of 
apples annually from the Shenan­ 
doah Valley, will be vitally affected 
as a shipping point for the fruit if 
the British parliam ent ratifies the 
4 shillings 6 pence (approxim ately 
85 cents) per hundredw eight tariff 
on all foreign apples entering G reat 
Britain. 
The proposed levy was agreed up­ 
on by the United kingdom . C anad­ 
ian and South A frican delegations 
at the Empire Economic conference 
a t Ottawa. 
Tile conference 
ad­ 
journed last Saturaday. 
Canada Improves Crop 
While the C anadian grower has 
improved his crop and enlarged his 
facilities in recent years, it has been 
prim arily on the basis of home con­ 
sumption. 
Today his orchards are 
still in the expensive stage and for 
the most part he is not so coopera­ 
tively organized as th e American 
producer to bargain for cost reduc­ 
tion. 
B ut with the 85-cent tariff and the 
equality in freight rates from the 
two .sections in the C anadian apple 
stands to gain greatly by the elim ­ 
ination of the A m erican fruit from 
the free list. 
Large Part Goes To Britain 
Most of the apples .shipped from 
Baltimore are on consignm ent to the 
British Isles. 
However, the apples 
are sold chiefly by the low-cost bar­ 
rel process, while C anadian apples 
are 
either 
packed 
separately 
or 
crated, thus adding to the freight 
rates. 
With this advantage, some 
statisticians figure, 
th e Am erican 
orchardist may absorb 
the 
tariff 
without adding m uch to the cost of 
the British consumer.
